The Imam, the Mujaddid, Muhammad ibn ‘Abd al-Wahhab said-. 

In the Name of Allah, ar-Rahman, ar-Rahim 

K now — may Allah be merciful to you — that the first matter that 
Allah made obligatory upon the children of Adam is disbelief in the 
Tdgut ( al-Kufr bit-Tagut) and belief in Allah ( al-Tmdn bil-Ldh). And the 
proof is His JtS Statement: 

And We certainly sent into every nation a messenger (with): 
“Worship Allah and avoid the tagut.”]^ 

Surat’ an-Nahl 16:36 

As for the description of disbelief in the Tdgut ( al-Kufr bit-Tagut), then 
it is: 


• that you believe that the worship of other than Allah is falsehood; 

• that you leave it; 

• that you hate it; 

• that you declare its people 8 to be disbelievers; 

• and that you have enmity against them. 

And as for the meaning of belief in Allah ( al-Tmdn bil-Ldh), then it is: 

• that you believe that Allah Alone is al-’Ildh 9 and al-Ma‘bud 9 and 
no one else besides Him; 

• that you make all forms of worship purely for Allah and that you 
negate them for every worshipped one ( ma'bud ) besides Him; 

• that you love the people of al-’Iklas 10 and that you have al- 
Wald 111 for them; 

• and that you hate the people of a§-$irk 12 and that you have en¬ 
mity against them. 

This is the Religion of Ibrahim, of which the one who leaves it be¬ 
fools himself. 13 And this is the example that Allah informed about in 
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8 Meaning: the people of the worship of other than Allah, i.e. the people of a§-§irk, the idol worshippers. 

9 Al-’IIdh means al-Ma'bud (the Rightly Worshipped One; the One Who has the Right to be worshipped), so 
these two words have the same meaning. 

10 Al-Tklds is that which was mentioned in the previous point: making the worship purely for Allah Alone. 

11 Al-Wala’: loyalty, love, and support.

And at-Tagut is general. So, whoever is worshipped besides Allah 
and is pleased with this worship — whether that is someone who is 
worshipped ( ma l bud ), someone who is followed ( matbu’), or someone 
who is obeyed (mutd c ) in something other than the obedience of Allah 
and His Messenger — then he is a Tagut. And the Tawdgit 14 are many, 
and their heads are five in number: 

□ The first: 

The §aytan, who calls to the worship of other than Allah. And the 
proof is His jl£ Statement: 

i Did I not enjoin upon you, O children of Adam, that you not 
worship the §aytan. Verily, he is to you a clear enemy. {60}) 

Surat’Ya-Sin 36:60 


□ The second: 

The unjust Hakim 15 who changes the Laws of Allah. And the proof 
is His JUS Statement: 

! Have you not seen those who claim to have believed in what 
was revealed to you and what was revealed before you? They 
wish to seek judgement with the Tagut, while they were com¬ 
manded to disbelieve in it. And the §aytan wishes to lead them 
far astray. {60})

□ The third: 

The one who judges by other than what Allah has revealed. And the 
proof is His JtS Statement: 
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befools himself?) (Surat’ al-Baqarah 2:130).

I (He is) the Knower of the unseen, and He does not disclose His 
unseen to anyone. {26} Except to a Messenger whom He has 
chosen, and verily, He sends before him and behind him observ¬ 
ers. {27}>

And He jl£ said: 
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And with Him are the keys of the unseen; none knows them 
except Him. And He knows what is on the land and in the sea. 
Not a leaf falls but that He knows it. And no grain is there within 
the darknesses of the earth and nothing moist or dry but that it 
is in a clear record. {59})

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□ The fifth: 

The one who is worshipped besides Allah while being pleased with 
this worship. And the proof is His jbc Statement: 

'(And whoever of them should say: “Verily, I am a worshipped 
one (ildh) besides Him,” that one We would recompense with 
Hell. Thus do We recompense the wrongdoers. {29}) 

Surat’ al-’Anbiya’ 21:29 
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And know that a person does not become a believer in Allah ( mu’min 
bil-Ldh) except with disbelief in the Tdgut ( al-Kufr bit-Tdgut). And the 
proof is His jbS Statement: 
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I So, whoever disbelieves in the Tagut and believes in Allah has 
grasped the most trustworthy handhold that will not break. And 
Allah is Sami (All-Hearing), ‘Alim (All-Knowing). {256})

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And ar-Ru$d 16 is the Religion of Muhammad Hf and al-Gayy 16 is the t Vo t §| jli ^ iijjlj 

religion of Abu Jahl 17 .
